A CALLOUS crook stole cash 
from a frail and vulnerable pen¬ 
sioner after barging his way into 
his Harlow home.

Mr Pollard’s wife, Norma, was diag¬ 
nosed with terminal cancer in September 
and was admitted to St Margaret’s Hospital 
in Epping on November 25.

She said she was now concerned about 
the impact on her father at an already 
stressful and worrying time.

This week Mr Chappie’s sister, 
Tracy, said: “We’re delighted at the 
CICA’s decision and we’re relieved 
that this process is over.

Attwaters’ managing partner 
Sheenagh Parsons, who dealt with the 
claim, said it was unusual for CICA 
to make the maximum payment. 

“On behalf of Mr Chappie and his 
family, we are pleased that the CICA 
has offered to make the maximum 
pa 3 mient,” she said. “This is clearly 
the right decision. Kevin’s injuries 
were so severe that they have stripped 
him of any quality of life and he 
requires constant care. 

“Although Kevin has received the 
maximum award, it is a small amount 
for a man who has lost so much in the 
prime of his life. It is also consider¬ 
ably less than could have been award¬ 
ed through a civil claim.”

A HOMELESSNESS charity 
has warned it could take up to 16 
years to house everyone on 
Harlow Council’s waiting list. 

A report by Shelter reveals 
that many of the 6,160 people 
currently waiting for a council 
property could still be in the 
same position by the year 2025 
because of a severe shortage in 
the number of affordable homes 
available. 

Only 383 homes were let by 
the local authority last year and 
the charity has now called on 
local politicians to make housing 
one of their top priorities ahead 
of the General Election. 

“The figures clearly show the 
desperate lack of affordable 
housing in Harlow and how we 
are simply not building enough 
homes to meet the growing 
demand,” said Caroline Davey, 
deputy director of Shelter. 

“The news will be a major 
blow to thousands of people who 
may have to spend this 
Christmas, and many more to 
come, in rundown or unafford¬ 
able housing or temporary or 
overcrowded accommodation.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell 
said he already treated housing 
issues as his top priority and

“I have long argued that 
Conservative policies introduced 
during the 1980s which reduced 
Harlow Council’s rented housing 
stock has led to the hugely 
increased numbers we now see 
on the waiting list,” he said. 

“We now see history repeat¬ 
ing itself with the Tories on 
Harlow Council showing their 
true colours and refusing to take 
advantage of new Government 
rules promoting the building of 
new council housing and refus¬ 
ing to accept Government fund¬ 
ing to reduce rents for council 
tenants this year.”

Audit report praises 
council performance 


HARLOW Council has responded 
well to the recession and provides 
good leadership across the town, 
according to a new report from a 
Government watchdog. 

The Oneplace report, prepared by the 
Audit Commission, found the authority to 
be performing well. 

The report focuses on how well the council 
manages its finances and the value for money it 
offers to residents before determining its overall 
performance. 

For performance management the council was 
awarded an overall rating of three out of a possible 
four, meaning that it exceeded minimum require¬ 
ments. But for use of resources it was awarded a 
rating of two, meaning it met minimum require¬ 
ments and performed adequately. 

The report identifies several key indicators of 
the council’s improvement over the past year.

including the delivery of 82 per cent of its per¬ 
formance targets, its support for small businesses 
hit by the economic downturn, a clampdown on 
anti-social behaviour and a marked reduction in 
waiting times for residents claiming benefits. 

It also notes that regeneration plans were under 
way, more facilities for youngsters had been 
opened and found that the authority had set out 
clear ambitions for the district. 

Controversial decisions to make cutbacks to 
important services such as Harlow Welfare Rights 
& Advice are also referred to in the report, which 
described them as examples of councillors being 
“willing to tackle difficult problems and to take 
and stick to tough decisions to resolve them.” 

However, the council’s decision-making comes 
in for some criticism as not always considering the 
whole ‘life cost’ of projects, while risk manage¬ 
ment though developing is deemed ineffective. 


The council is also given a dressing down on 
the public’s general lack of confidence in its abil¬ 
ities to govern effectively, the report adding that 
the authority and its partners needed to do more to 
improve public perceptions. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said yesterday 
(Wednesday) he was delighted with the assess¬ 
ment as it acknowledged the hard work the author¬ 
ity had put in despite significant financial pres¬ 
sures. “This assessment states that we are deliver¬ 
ing a range of good services and improvements for 
local people,” he said. 

“The report highlights some of our strong part¬ 
nership work like helping to make Harlow safer 
and regenerating the town with the Gateway 
scheme and plans for Town Centre North mov¬ 
ing forward. 

“We know our residents quiet rightly 
demand nothing less than the best so we 
will continue to do more working with 
partners to keep improving performance 
and providing value for money.” DELIGHTEDi

We can show council 
the red card over bins 

SIR, Like many residents of Harlow we have 
limited spaee in our rear garden and an open 
plan grassed area at the front of our house. We 
are told that the upkeep of these areas is our 
responsibility and are tasked with maintaining 
these to a standard that suits the environment 
and surrounding landscape.

contents are emptied out of the bins because 
of an act of vandalism? Granted, the risk is 
reduced if we keep the bins in our rear garden 
and relocate them as requested the night 
before or before 7am on the day of collection, 
but this process is still open to abuse. 

In effect, the council is putting people to 
work in this area. By this, I mean it is telling 
residents to push the bin from their rear 
garden to the front of their property boundary 
with no regard to age or ability. If you’re 
putting people to work under the Health and 
Safety at Work Act 1974, the employer (in 
this case, the council) should roll out a safe 
method of working, a site base risk 
assessment and method statement.

I would also like to know the process I or my 
fellow residents can follow to issue the 
yellow/red card system or fines to the council 
if the bins are only part emptied, there is a 
missed collection or the system is abused by 
the contractor?

Council leader Andrew Johnson said the 
decorations reflected the council’s 
corporate blue and green colour theme. 
But a council insider told the Star: “They 
seem to think there’s some sort of political 
statement being made but it’s not about 
politics. It’s Christmas.” 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
said: “The Tories must be getting 
paranoid. Surely they have other things to 
be worrying about other than the colour 
of a Christmas tree.

A YOUNG man who started a 
fire in a room at his mother’s 
house after a row over music 
has escaped a jail sentence.

She said Wager had refused to Has¬ 
ten to his music through headphones 
and when his mother asked him to turn 
the music off he pushed her backwards. 

She then went and switched off the 
the mains power supply. 

“Wager went downstairs and 
returned back upstairs with a kitchen

lighter,” said Ms Sternberg. “A minute 
later he went out.” 

His mother went downstairs and was 
sitting down having a cigarette when 
she heard the smoke alarm going off 
upstairs. She turned the power back on, 
went back up and saw smoke by a 
press bench and mattress. 

His mother managed to raise the 
alarm after the smoke alarm went off 
but an estimated damage of £5,000 was 
caused to the room, the court heard. 

Ms Sternberg said: “Later, Wager 
came back down the road and told his 
mother: “I love you, I didn’t mean to 
hurt you.” 

Sarah Steggles, mitigating, said: 
“His mother was alerted by a smoke 
alarm and there was no injury. He said 
he didn’t mean to bum his mother’s 
house down. 

“He’s taken the episode very harshly 
indeed.” 

Passing sentence Judge Leonard 
told the defendant: “Leaving the house 
after setting fire is unforgivable.” 

Judge Leonard said: “What you did 
was terribly serious and very danger¬ 
ous. In my judgement, it was as a result 
of anger while in drink at your moth- 


“He’s not doing brilliantly,” 
she said.

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Union fury at withdrawal 
of paramedics' stab vests 


THE withdrawal of body armour from front¬ 
line ambulance staff will put their lives at risk, 
a health union has warned. 

The Association of Professional Ambu¬ 
lance Personnel have accused ambulance serv¬ 
ice bosses of being “in denial” about the level 
of danger paramedics are having to face on a 
daily basis. 

Officials spoke out after the East of England 
Ambulance Service rated the risk was “low to 
medium” and said paramedics did not need 
stab vests. 

Paramedics were issued with stab vests four 
years ago but ambulance bosses have now said 
they have decided to phase out the armour. 

The decision was taken after a review of risk 
levels and took into account the fact that most 
other ambulance services did not equip para¬ 
medics with stab vests. 

A spokeswoman said: “The outcome of the 
comprehensive risk assessment was that this 
was a low to medium risk issue based on inci¬ 
dents associated with blades or knives.” 


But APAP chairman Ian Boothman argued 
that the level of risk was increasing, adding; 
“The trust’s decision to withdraw body armour 
for its staff in future is difficult to reconcile as 
more staff have been assaulted in the last year 
in Essex. 

“APAP considers this a retrograde decision 
and seems to reflect a national narrative from 
ambulance trusts that appear to be in denial 
over the significant risks that 999 personnel 
face on a daily basis.” 

Some 95 assaults on ambulance staff in the 
East of England were reported in 2008-09, 
according to figures published last month by 
the NHS Security Management Service. 
Hertfordshire and Essex topped the list of 
counties with 24 attacks each. 

Neil Storey, interim associate director of 
A&E services for EE AS, said the increase on 
the previous year was disappointing but sug¬ 
gested it may reflect a growing awareness 
among staff of the importance of reporting 
incidents.

THIS week we have yet 
another story of a family 
pet which survived a 
harrowing ordeai. 

A four-year-old cocker spaniel called 
Nell was rescued after falling down 
a 24-metre deep mining shaft. 

The lucky mutt, which seems to 
have escaped unscathed after 
being trapped at the bottom of the 
hole for two days, went missing 
while out for a walk with her owner, 
Peter Bell, near Colwyn Bay in 
Wales. 

Mr Bell spent two days searching 
for Nell, pictured left, and was then 
told about a series of deep holes 
which used to be mineshafts in the 
area where she disappeared. 
Suspecting his faithful friend had 
ventured into one of the shafts and 
become stuck, Mr Bell soon tracked 
her down and, with help from 


RSPCA officers, successully pulled 
her to safety. 

Her rescuers needed to use ropes 
and harnesses to get to Nell and 
animal welfare officer Mark Roberts 
lowered himself down to collect her. 
Mr Roberts said: “It was a difficult 
rescue in bad weather conditions. 
There was debris and barbed wire 
at the top of the mineshaft and, 
after falling such a distance, her 
owners were aware that she could 
have been seriously injured. 

“But when Nell was released she 
was running around, wagging her 
tail. It is truly remarkable that she 
escaped uninjured.” 

A relieved Mr Bell added: “It is hard 
to put into words how I feel; I am 
still in a state of shock. 

“When officers opened the bag and 
she ran out I couldn’t believe it. It 
was a miracle.”

It tempts the town’s residents with itchy feet to ‘Get 
out with Biss Bros’. As well as trips to the coast, 
the company ran Sunday tours to Bath and Longleat 
House, and even Wales and the Black Mountains. 
But top of the bill in June of that year was a day at 
the races, with tours to Royal Ascot, costing a 
princely 17/6 (that’s SV'Ap in ‘new’ money). 

The bus picked up passengers outside the Post 
Office in Old Harlow, The Stow and the town 
centre before heading off for hats and horses at the 
Berkshire racecourse.

BASED on Maurice Sendak’s 
beloved children’s story, Where 
The Wild Things Are is not a 
sentimental coming-of-age story 
viewed through rose-tinted 
spectacles. 

Spike Jonze’s visually-stunning 
adaptation unfolds through the eyes of 
an awkward nine-year-old boy whose 
formative years are riddled with 
loneliness, despair and 
miscommunication. 

There is no pretence of happiness by 
the time we reach the conclusion of 
this magical odyssey. Life is a struggle 
and, in the absence of a father figure,

Jonze and co-writer Dave Eggers take 
Sendak's original story - a mere 10 
sentences and 338 words - and 
expand it into a 101-minute fantasy 
that attests to the brutality of childhood 
and the power of the imagination to 
temporarily keep harsh reality at bay.

It is also 
the only E-segment model 
currently under the 130g/km 
barrier. 

Of course, you’re probably 
thinking for a manufacturer to 
produce a large, luxurious model 
that doesn’t cost the earth either 
literally or figuratively speaking. 


something has to give. And you’d 
be right. The reason Volvo has 
managed to steal the march on its 
premium saloon competitors is by 
going where the others have 
feared to tread. 

Although nearly five metres long, 
more than two metres wide and 
weighing 1.5 tonnes, the S80 
DRIVe model uses a humble 1.6- 
litre turbocharged diesel engine 
with a modest 107bhp. As a result, 
performance is not earth 
shattering, but Volvo is the first 
manufacturer to show the 
strength of its convictions that 
even large premium car drivers 
will sacrifice performance for 


economy if the package is good 
enough. 

It’s a gamble, but not as big a 
gamble as you might think. 

Firstly, although performance is 
humble, the S80 DRIVe does not 
place the driver in a position 
where economy has to be 
sacrificed to access it. Peak torque 
is at 1750rpm, meaning much of 
the engine's pulling power can be 
found without having to push too 
hard. 

Secondly, although the S80 DRIVe 
performance suffers compared to 
more powerful variants in the 
range, it’s stiU not a drastically 


slow car. Boasting 15 per cent 
better fuel consumption than the 
2.0-litre turbocharged diesel 
model, it’s only 1.3 seconds slower 
to 62mph and has a top speed just 
6mph short and still well beyond 
lOOmph. 

Volvo, of course, is better 
positioned than many of its 
premium rivals to puU off a small 
engine, large car combination. 
Quality, safety, practicality and, 
more recently, style have 
traditionally been given greater 
importance than sportiness by 
both the manufacturer and its 
customers. Those values remain a 
high priority 


Unlike the V70 DRIVe estate 
variant, few external changes 
have been required to squeeze the 
most out of the S80 DRIVe, 
meaning it remains largely 
unchanged from the face-lifted 
version only recently unveiled. 
Unlike the V70 it can stiU use 
smart 17-inch alloys despite its 
low rolling resistance tyres and 
hasn’t required a change to the 
front grille design. 

The S80 sits slightly lower but the 
rest of the changes are out of 
sight. An electric power steering 
system reduces strain on the 
engine, engine management 
software is tailored specifically 
for greater efficiency and the final 
three gears in the five-speed 
manual transmission are longer. 
The resulting package is one 
that’s easy on the eye and 
requires no change of approach to 
milk the economy With a normal 
ratio first and second gear the S80 
DRIVe operates as normal around 
town. On the open road the long 
ratios come into their own, 
keeping revs low and refinement 
high. 

Ride quality is superb despite the 
lowered suspension, no doubt 
aided by the lighter engine. Most 
importantly, those impressive 
stated fuel economy figures are 
easily within reach. 

In SE Premium specification, 
equipment levels are strong. 
Leather and sat-nav are standard 
and the sculpted, highly 
ergonomic interior is a truly 
pleasant place to be. 

Whether the Volvo S80 1.6D DRIVe 
wiU spark a trend for small 
engined large cars remains to be 
seen yet, if not, Volvo are sitting 
pretty with a niche but impressive 
model.

THREE players made 
their debuts for Harlow 
Town, but newly-appoint¬ 
ed boss Marvin Samuel 
knows he needs even more 
new faces to lift Hawks 
from the relegation mire.

22 minutes. 

Fuming Samuel showed he will 
not suffer fools gladly and hauled 
the player off eight minutes later.
